E VERY demand hitherto made on me by your 
Governor and Council, I have fully paid, though 
I could not prevail on them to give me my accounts 
till very lately, and even thoſe are wrote in ſuch a 
manner, that neither I nor any of my people can 
well underſtand them: However, from the begin- 
ning of my tranſactions to the end of October, 1771, 
there is not a daum due from me to the Company. 
The Governor and Council, in December, 1769, 
thought proper to charge to my account ten lacks 
of pagodas, as my ſhare of the expence of the My-
